DESCRIPTION OF SIZES. 


2-Incu.—These are from 2-inch pots. They have made their first growth, 
the balls are well filled with roots and the plants ready for a shift. 

23-IncuH.—This is the stock that has been selected from the 2-inch size 
shifted to a pot made especially for this purpose, measuring a little over 
2% inches, and in which the piant has made its second growth. This grade 
is Al, and worth more than the slight advance over the first size to all 
who ee to do their own growing. 

3-IncuH.—Standard 3-inch pots are used for thie size, and it is from this 
that the majority of stock grown by me is planted. 

4-Inco.—Selections from the second size are shifted to standard 4-inch 
and grown in them from five to seven weeks. ‘This size is used mainly by 
those who cannot plant early. 
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PEACH BLOW. 


The flowers are of large size, measuring from 2} to 3} inches as shown 
in the above engraving, which is an exact reproduction as to size from a 
photograph. 


The flowers are borne on strong, stiff stems from 15 tolS8 inches long, and 
do not burst the calyx. Color, a dark blush pink, a little brighter than 
the Rose Bridesmaid, which will convey a better idea than mere words. 
For the past three years it has sold at fancy prices in the Chicago market 
and has always been in demand eyen in the dullest times. 

It is a strong, vigorous grower and a remarkably free bloomer. A sight 
of the bench of this variety on our place at this time, January 25th, 
would delight any admirer of carnations, as it is a mass of blooms and 
buds.
